New Orleans Newspaper Gives Editorial Expression 
to Local Ideas Respecting the Sport. 

'I'lie .New Orleans Times i’icaymie prints the foS- 
iowing editorial on th.' snhjts-t of the revival of rac- 
ing now in iirogress at tlie K.iir liroiinds iraek in 
tliat city; 

"Tile oiieidiig Friday of a se.asoii of forty days' 
lacing, given under the auspices of the luisiness men 
of New Orleans, was aiisp, cions and eiieoiif.iging. 
Xo one has ever donlited that the iieo[ile of this 
cii.v as a whole like racing — the eommunity is and 
has always heeii fond of sport of all kimis. The 
. rares given in this eity long hefore the Civil War 
4p«cr( tlie most inuK-irtanI . tlie tiest attended and the 
most famous in tile 1 nion. The reeord of the .Me- 
tairie Course still liver- in the memory of oid lior.se- 
men and stands preeminent in the history of racing 
ill the ( lilted .Suites: and the meetings held here 
then wiis not onl.v a great social event, hringing 
many thousand visitors to tlie city, hut it iiinines- 
tioinihly stimulated the raising of fme and hloudeit 
slick in this section. 

"lint this ancient glory [lassed away in the course 
of time; and when racing was revived here, it was 
under different aii'piees and eonditions. The races 
were silecessfni. it is line: the.v drew to this eity 
iiiiniens)> erowds and lie-.v stimulated a nimilier of 
interc'l'. It was easy cnoiigh f ir ns to snow that 
no I il.\ was as jileasant as a w inter residence as 
.Now Orleans: that none could allract and care for 
as many visjtuis .so well. Cnforiiinately the gam- 
hling element i f rai iiig was carricu li«i far. and its 
deniorii lizing inllmmecs were felt in mtiny directions. 
'I'hc Icgi'laliire took action in the niatler of gam 
hling, as i|h| those of other slates, and for the last 
lew years racing has hecii stop|>ed here as else- 
where. There was. however, a strong sciilimciit ;n 
favor of a restoration of the races imdcr dilTereiit 
:iiii| lielter condilions and es|icciall.v under the eon- 
lro| of home pisiple. those who niiderstaiid Iceal 
I I'lidillons, wliiini the people know and in whom 
they ha\e coniideme. 

"Thi' ho' now lieeii lir.inght ahoiil. The nices 
Illumed I n the Isiginning of the year with an ex- 
cellent attemhiiice. whii'ii ought to lie good throngu 
till' entire seasi n. The promise is of an exception- 
ally .'urge wintiT tonri'l traiel in this direction; and 
tills travel will (iroli.ildy he increased hy the raees 
which will furnish ;iii additional attraction for vis 
iliifs who like 'iiic speri of kings.' 

"There need lie no fear tliar we will ever drift 
hack lo tile conditions tlial cl isisl oiir race tracks 
a few years ago.

DITIONS AT NEW ORLEANS. 

District Attorney Announces That There Is No 
Ground fcr Interference *with Betting as Carried 
On in the Palm Garden at Fair Grounds. 



New Orleans, I.a.. January 5. — An amioiiiiei'iueiit 
made Ualay b.v Oislriet Attorney LiizeiitK*rg to the 
effect that he had summoned the grand jury to 
hear evideiiee from the jiolice relative to Hie bet- 
ting in the Palm Carden at the Fair (iroiinds and 
that tile jurors bad dts'ided that the present inetliod 
of wagering is not a violation and therefore that 
there is no ground for an iudietnient overshadowed 
the sport itself and was weleoiin* news to the nii- 
iiieroiis turfmen and followers of racing gathere*! 
here. The grand jury hearing was held at tlie 
district attorney's request. Part of the district 
attorney's statement is as follows: "( lielieve that 

the way to make legitimate racing in New* Orleans 
a siKcess is to prevent the violation of the law. 
So far no evidence has been produced to warrant the 
returning of an indietmeut.” 

As it is the intention of tlie management to ad- 
here to their present jKiIicy of conducting the sport, 
it is almost certain that all obstacles in the way 
of iHissihle interfer(*ii(*e have been removed and that 
tile racing will be carried through as per schedule.
